"These provisions have the triple 
vice of being a charge on the tax­ 
payer. of unbalancing the budget 
and of providing 
only 
a 
small 
amount of employment and that to 
a large extent in localities where 
it is not needed.” 


Raise Postal Rates 
Meanwhile another relief bill to 
provide 50,000,000 additional bush­ 
els of farm board wheat to the Red 
Cross for the needy was approved 
by the senate a short while before 
it returned the national economy 
bill to conference for further ad­ 
justment of differences between the 
two branches of congress. 


A mass of other legislation was 
approved by thfc senate including a 
group of bouse bills increasing pos­ 
tal rates estimated to yield upward 
of $10,000,000 a year in new reve­ 
nue. 


President Hoover said “any study 
of many of these public works pro­ 
visions will indicate plainly their 
pork barrel characteristics.

Stockholm— After a lifetime of 
intereet in clockmaking as a hob­ 
by, a Swedish engineer In the vil­ 
lage of Bofors 
has 
completed 
what 
looks 
like 
an 
ordinary 
grandfather clock, but in reality ia 
an extremely versatile grandfath­ 
er capable of telling a variety of 
times and performing autom ati­ 
cally a variety of tasks. 


David Olsson, an employe of 
the great Bofors Armament Com­ 
pany, has put four years’ spare 
time into its making, having first 
studied a large number of fa 
mous public clocks, of which the 
two best known in Sweden are 
the Dutch clock in the tower 
of 
the Town Hall in Stockholm and 
the Lunda clock at Lund, in the 
extreme south of Sweden. 
With 
a number of his own ideas also i n ­ 
corporated in 
it, this 
finished 
wonder among the world’s clocks 
stands in a corner of the living 
room in Mr. 
Olsson’s 
bachelor 
quarters at the little hotel in Bo­ 
fors. 
At present there seems to 
be no prospect of its going to any 
more public places for exhibition. 


It is an electric clock worked 
from a wall plug beside it, and 
is a little taller than most grand­ 
father clocks. 
The extra height 
Is due to a little blacksmith who 
stands at his forge on the top of 
the clock case. 
A few minutes 
before the hour is due to strike, a 
small red light shines out in the 
forge and continues to shine u n ­ 
til the hour arrives and the black­ 
smith brings down his little h am ­ 
mer on his anvil. 
With the first 
blow, the light goes out and the 
hammer continues to strike un­ 
til it has struck the hour. Many 
of the world’s best-known public 
clocks owe their fame to the me­ 
chanical figures about them, but 
on Mr. Olsson’s clock there ia only 
the one figure of the blacksmith. 
The fame of his clock rests r a th ­ 
er on the varieties of time which 
it calculates and on the household 
chores which it performs. 


Just below the little blacksmith 
two clock dials show the time, one 
showing legal time, the other so­ 
lar time. 
In Bofors the variation 
between the two systems of time 
is never more than thirty minute.*^ 
and there are four times in the 
year when they coincide. 
Below 
the two diabs Mr. Olsson has a r ­ 
ranged eight indicators In 
two 
columns. 
In the left-hand column 
the first indicator tells the day 
of the year— from 1 to 3C6. The 
second indicator shows the Sun­ 
day Letter from which, with the 
Golden Number supplied on an ­ 
other indicator, the date of Eas­ 
ter in any given year can be as­ 
certained. 
Once you know how' 
to use the letter and the numV)er 
the calculation of the 
date 
of 
Easter is easy, but to understand 
them is a rather more difficult 
matter. 
Both of them as a m at­ 
ter of fact arise out of church 
history and not out of astronomy. 


Below the Sunday Letter indi- 
ciitor is a third indicator showiim 
the weekday and below that is :i 
fourth showing the name-day. In 
the right-hand column of indica­ 
tors the indicator at the top shows 
the year, the second shows 
t h e 
day of the month, the third shows 
the month, and the bottom indi­ 
cator shows the Golden Number 
and the epact from which the agt' 
—or the phase—of the moon c:in 
be calculated for any given day. 


Between the bottom indicator‘; 
in the two columns Mr. Olsson has 
placed a large dial, in the center 
of which there is a rotary chart 
of the heavens .showing the hori­ 
zon and the positions of the con­ 
stellations above 
it. 
Another 
large dial, above this one. is a 
copy of the dial of 
the 
Lunda 
clock, which bears all (he signs of 
(he zodiac and can ho tised as a 
sundial. 
On this dial the posi­ 
tions ot the sun and moon can be 
recorded, as well as (he times at 
which the stin rises and sets and 
also (he times of the moon’s ris­ 
ing and setting. 
Below 
these 
various indicators Mr. Olsson has 
arranged two rotating globes, one 
for the day and the other for the 
night. 
From these globes 
the 
time of day or nigiU at any mo­ 
ment and at any place 
In 
the 
w'orld can be seen at a glance. 


So much for the problems of 
time. 
Not content 
with 
tliese 
uses, Mr. Olsson h a s 
made 
his 
antazing clock a household com­ 
panion as well as a timekeeper. In 
the lower part of (he clock-case 
he has mounted a radio «et and 
a loud-speaker. 
By using 
the 
mechanism of an alarm clock he 
is able to tune in on ;iny program 
he wants in advance; prompdy at 
(he (ime to which K la se( (he 
loud-speaker will reproduce 
tin- 
program to which it is tuned in 
My means of the same mechan 
ism the clock will 
turn 
on 
a 
phonograph at any given momon(. 
It will also turn on or sw'iteh off 
the light at any time to which it 
Is se(. 
Also. It can boll a ke(ti<‘ 
for him. 
If he wants hla coffee 
at 7 o’clock in the morning 
he 
puts on the kettle before he g o e s 
to bed and at 7 o'clock the elec­ 
tric current is turned 
into 
the 
cooker automatically.

Haying Rtarted this week in 
Delta 
county, 
with 
farmers at 
Bark River, Flat Rock, and oth­ 
er points slicing Into their alfalfa 
fielda with the mower and rake. 
The crop this year ia not evtra- 
ordinary, and some fields have a 
light stand. 


Approximately 350,000 tons of 
hay are made in the Upper Pen­ 
insula each year, the highest In 
value of any crop grown here, 
according to D. L. Clanahan. ex­ 
tension specialist in farm crops. 


"Farmer.s have an opportunity 
I to Increase the value of this crop 
by simply cutting it at Ihe right 
time,” say.s .Mr. Clanahan.

sidering cottonseed meal al 125 
per ton. a saving of three per 
.(•nt in the protein content would 
mean something like $85,000 for 
the farmers of the upper penin­ 
sula.
